In applicant's argument on page 4, lines 1-2, it states that claims 32 and 35-42 were rejected under USC 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US Patent No. 5,938,732. However, those claims were rejected under USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over US Patent No. 5,938,732 
(Please see the final action filed on 1 1/7/02, paper #18). 

Applicant asserts that Lim's reference discloses broadcast via a proxy address to all servers in the service group. However, Lim's 
reference discloses broadcast via a group address (i.e. IP multicast address) to all servers (col. 9, lines 21-24). Broadcast/multicast is 
known for sending a packet to all destinations simultaneously. The destination address in the IP header corresponds to a group of 
several destination nodes, thus a multicast would be initiated by a source node sending an IP packet directly to a "group" address such 
that it reaches all nodes in the group. 

Furthermore, the element in claim 32 of "the selected computer (i.e. one) sends heartbeat messages directly to more selected servers (i.e 
many)" is "one-to-many" communication (i.e. broadcast).. 
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
